was understood that Hitler and For- 
eign Minister Ribbentrop received 
Special copies of the speech as soon 
as they arose. 

Because of the importance of the 
speech it was believed that Hitler 
might wait as long as 36 to 48 hours 
before deciding on the official re- 
action. 

VARIED REACTION 

WASHINGTON, ‘U) — President 
Roosevelt led the nation today near 
the limits of undeclared war and 
prepared to implement his procla- 
mation of all-out national emer- 
gency by invoking new executive 
powers. 

His fireside chat provoked a na- 
tional clamor of applause and dis- 
pute. 

He said that strikes and lockouts 
must cease. 

He abruptly enlarged the scope 
of the aid-to-Britain program and 
Supported it with bristling threats 
of armed force to deliver the goods 
to the fighting men. 

“The delivery of needed supplies 
to Britain,” said Mr. Roosevelt, “is 
imperative. This can be done; it 
must be done; it will be done.” 

His pledge went far beyond con- 
voys, which the administration con- 
siders an adolescent method of pro- 
tecting shipping, and placed no re- 
striction on the extent of naval ac- 
tion that might be required to make 
good on it. 

These solemn declarations set off 
an explosion of comment by con- 
gressional and other national fig- 
ures. It divided substantially along 
party or isolationist-interventionist 
lines and here are typical samples:

German-Italian Advances 
In Crete And Egypt Are 
Confirmed In London 


By UNITED PRESS 

America was seen by European 
belligerents as moving closer to un- 
declared war to aid Great Britain 
today at an hour when Axis mili- 
tary forces claimed important tri- 
umphs on the island of Crete and 
in western Egypt in the battle of 
the eastern Mediterranean. 

In Crete, the German high com- 
mand said Nazi forces striking from 
the western end of the vital island 
‘had taken Canea after stiff fight- 
ing and pursued the British south 
of Suda Bay while Luftwaffe dive 
‘bombers “hindered” British efforts 
; to evacuate the island. 
| Germany’s air force also report- 


ed sinking four enemy ships in Su-. 


‘da Bay, damaging another and scor- 
ing hits on a British heavy cruiser 


(10,000 tons), a destroyef and tank-_ 


/er south of Crete. 

London and Cairo admitted with- 
| drawal of British Imperials to new
